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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


In association with the June 1981 labour force 
survey conducted throughout Australia, questions were 
asked of persons who had been recently looking for work. 
Information sought includes difficulties in finding a job; 
educational attainment; steps taken to find work; whether 
they had had offers of employment and particulars of last 
job, if any. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted 
in 1976, have been published in previous issues of this 
publication. 


2. Information was also collected on the family 
relationships within households. This publication there- 
fore also includes some unemployment statistics relating 
to families. For more statistics about families see Labour 
Force Status and Other Characteristics of Families, 
Australia, June 1981 (6224.0). 


3. During the two weeks beginning Monday 8 June 
1981, carefully chosen and specially trained interviewers 
asked questions of those of the 68,000 respondents in the 
June monthly labour force survey who fell within the 
scope of this survey. 


Scope 
4. Questions were asked of all persons aged fifteen 
years and over who had been recently looking for work 
except: 


(a) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 


(b) overseas visitors holidaying in Australia; 


c) dependants of non-Australian defence forces 
Pp . . . 
personnel stationed in Australia, and 


(d) students boarding at school, persons permanently 
unable to work, some patients in hospitals and 
sanatoria and inmates of reformatories, jails, 
etc. 


Definitions 


5. Active steps to find work include checking or 
registering with the Commonwealth Employment Service 
or other employment agencies; contacting prospective 
employers (i.e. writing, telephoning or applying in person 
to an employer); answering a newspaper advertisement 
for a job; advertising or tendering for work; contacting 
friends or relatives and looking on factory or employment 
service notice boards. 


6. For this survey persons looking for work are 
defined as all persons aged 15 years and over within the 
scope of the survey who were not employed during the 
survey week (i.e. the week immediately preceding that in 
which the interview took place), had actively looked for 
full-time or part-time work at any time in the four weeks 
up to the end of the survey week, and: 


(a) were available for work in the survey week, or 
would have been available except for temporary 
illness (i.e. lasting for less than four weeks to the 
end of the survey week); or 


(b

are waiting to start a new job within four weeks 
from the end of the survey week and would have 
started in the survey week if the job had been 
available then. 


7. The number of persons looking for work differs 
from the number of unemployed persons published in 
The Labour Force, Australia, June 1981 (6203.0) in that 
the latter includes persons who are waiting to be called 
back to a full-time or part-time job from which they have 
been stood down without pay for less than four weeks up 
to the end of the survey week (including the whole of the 
survey week) for reasons other than bad weather or plant 
breakdown. (While these 7,800 persons are excluded 
from Tables | to 28, subject to paragraphs 14 to 18 they 
are included as unemployed in Tables 29 to 34 which 
relate to families.) Furthermore, for a small number of 
persons classified as unemployed in the labour force 
survey the additional information necessary for this 
survey could not be obtained. Although the estimation 
procedures take account of this, estimates for some 
characteristics are affected. 


8. | Persons with a post-school qualification are those 
who have left school and answer ‘Yes’ to the question: 
‘Since leaving school have you obtained a certificate, 
diploma, degree or any other qualification?’ 


9. Classification of post-school qualifications. Respon- 
dents indicate which one of the following groups best 
describes their highest qualification: 


(a) Degree or equivalent: a bachelor degree (including 
honours), a graduate or post-graduate diploma, 
a masters degree or a doctorate. 


(b) Trade, technical: completion of an approved 
trade/technician apprenticeship or training 
course, other certificate or diploma in secretarial 
or business studies, administration, teaching, 
nursing, etc. 


(c) Other: completion of other post-secondary 
education e.g. adult education, preparatory/ 
bridging course or hobby course. 


10. State capital cities refers to the 1976 Population 
Census Capital City Statistical Divisions in the six States. 


11. Duration of unemployment is the period from the 
time the person began looking for work or was laid off to 
the end of the survey week. Periods of unemployment are 
recorded in complete weeks and this results in a slight 
understatement of duration. 


12. Average (mean) duration is the duration obtained 
by dividing the aggregate number of weeks a group has 
been unemployed by the number of persons in that 


group. 


13. Median duration is the duration which divides 
unemployed persons into two equal groups, one com- 
prising persons whose duration of unemployment is 
above the median and the other, persons whose duration 
is below it. Medians are calculated from group data, 
linear interpolation being used within the group which 
contains the median. 


Marital status 


14. Inthe labour force survey, persons are classified as 
married or not married. The former category includes 
persons who are separated, while the latter category 
includes persons who, at the time of the survey, had never 
married, or were widowed, or divorced. This definition 
applies to Tables 1 to 26. However for the purpose of 
family tables (Tables 27 to 34) a person who is separated 
has no spouse present and so is defined as not married. 
Note also that the marital status to which a person is 
assigned depends upon the information given by the 
respondent, and does not necessarily reflect legal status 
(e.g. defacto relationships are recorded as ‘married’). 


Family relationships 

-15. A family is generally defined to consist of two or 
more persons usually resident in the same household at 
the time of the survey, comprising the family head and 
spouse (if any) and any persons having any of the 
following relationships to them: 


(a) sons or daughters of any age, if not married and 
with no children of their own present; 


(b) brothers or sisters, if not married and not 
accompanied by parents, nor with children of 
their own present; 


(c) grandchildren, if not married and not accom- 
panied by either of their parents, nor with 
children of their own present; 


(d) ancestors, if not married and not accompanied 
by children under 15 years of age of their own; or 


(e) any children under 15 years of age not accom- 


panied by a parent, unless the children are’ 


related to some person ina second family in the 
household. 


16. The following points should be noted in relation to 
the definition of a family in the previous paragraph: 


(a) visitors to a household are persons who are not 
considered to be usually resident in the household. 
Regardless of relationship, they are not combined 
with usual residents to form families. Visitors 
who usually reside together as a separate house- 
hold are treated as a separate family in accordance 
with paragraph 15. 


(b) the term relationship includes relationships by 
blood, marriage or adoption; 


(c) a family, as defined, can contain no more than 
two married persons, and can contain two 
married persons only if these persons are husband 
and wife (referred to as married couple families). 


(d) Other families are families other than married 
couple families as defined above. In addition to 
single-parent families, this category includes 
families in which the head is not a parent, for 
example a family head living with a brother or 
sister. 


(e) Persons are defined as not a member of a family 
if they are living alone (as defined in paragraph 
18) or they are not related to any other member 
of the household in which they are living. 


17. Dependent children comprise all family members 
under 15 years of age and all family members aged 15 to 
20 years who are full-time students. 


18. A person is considered to be Jiving alone if he or she 
is the sole member of a household. Thus, a person who is 
the sole occupant of a self-contained flat attached to 
another dwelling is considered to be living alone. 


Reliability of the estimates 
19. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) sampling error: since the estimates are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample 
of dwellings, they may differ from the figures 
that would have been produced if all dwellings 
had been included in the survey. More infof- 
mation on this topic is given in the Technical 
note. 


(b) non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in the 
coding and processing of data. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or only a sample. Every effort is made 
to reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum 
by careful design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers and 
efficient operating procedures.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


Over 50 per cent of persons looking for work are under 25 years of age and there is a steady decline in the number of 
persons seeking work as age increases. Duration of unemployment shows the opposite trend. It generally increases with 
increasing age. Thus long term unemployment is a much greater problem for older persons where average duration of 
unemployment for those aged over 45 is around 60 weeks compared with between 20 and 30 weeks for those aged 15 to 19. 


These trends reflect some basic characteristics of the labour market. High unemployment rates typify groups which 
include large numbers of persons entering the workforce for the first time. Long durations of unemployment indicate the 
unsuccessful job search of persons whose ability to meet changing labour market requirements is limited.

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The most commonly reported difficulty in finding work relates to the lack of available jobs. In July 1981, 42 per cent 
of persons looking for work reported as their main difficulty that they have been unable to find work either because there 
are no vacancies in their line of work or because there are no vacancies at all. As illustrated below the difficulties reported 
show little variation over time.

The majority of persons looking for work have had some work experience in the last 18 months. However the 
overall patterns differ for males and females. For males, approximately two thirds have worked in the last 18 months 
whereas for females more than half have never worked or have last worked more than 18 months age, reflecting the effect 
of family commitment on their work patterns.

Diagram 5 focuses on the 258,000 families which have one or more of their members unemployed. 31.7 per cent of 
these families do not have any members in employment. It is notable that 37.8 per cent of these 81,800 families (or 12 per 
cent of all families with one or more members unemployed) have 4 or more members to support.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 


The estimates are derived from the population 
survey by use of a ratio estimation procedure which 
ensures that the estimates conform to an independently 
estimated distribution of the population for each capital 
city and remainder of State by age and sex, rather than to 
the corresponding distribution within the sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


2. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings they are subject to sampling variability, that is, 
they may differ from the figures that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


3. | Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimates in this publication. A 
table of standard errors for general application is given 
on the following page. Since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a 
wide range of labour force characteristics these figures 
will not give a precise measure of the standard error ofa 
particular estimate but they will provide an indication of 
its magnitude. 


4. An example of the calculation and the use of 
standard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as 
follows. Table | on page 7 shows the estimated number of 
persons in Australia who have been looking for work for 
one year or longer is 70,300. Since this estimate is 
between 50,000 and 100,000, the standard error for 
Australia will be between 2,900 and 3,900 in the standard 
error table and can be approximated as 3,300 (rounded to 
the nearest 100). Therefore, there are about two chances 
in three that the value that would have been produced if 
all dwellings had been included in the survey will fall in 
the range 67,000 to 73,600 and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the value will fall within the range 64,700 to 
76,900. This example is illustrated in the following 
diagram.

5. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this publication, estimates less than 
the lowest levels shown in the standard error table have 
not been published. Although figures for these small 
components can in some cases be derived by subtraction, 
they should not be regarded as reliable. 


6. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio 
of two estimates are also subject to sampling errors. The 
size of the error depends on the accuracy of both the 
numerator and the denominator. The formula for the 
relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is given 
below: 


RSE (x/y) = V [RSE (x)? - [RSE (y)P 


7. Considering the example from paragraph 4 above, 
the 70,300 persons represent 20.5 per cent of the 342,400 
persons who are looking for work. The standard error of 
342,400 is approximately 6,250 so the relative standard 
error is 1.8 per cent. The relative standard error for 
70,300 is 4.7 per cent. Applying the above formula, the 
relative standard error of the proportion is / (4.7)? — (1.8)? 
or 4.3 per cent, giving a standard error for the proportion 
(20.5 per cent) of 0.9 percentage points. Therefore, there 
are about two chances in three that the proportion of 
persons looking for work who had been doing so for one 
year or longer is between 19.6 per cent and 21.4 per cent 
and nineteen chances in twenty the proportion is within 
the range 18.7 per cent to 22.3 per cent. 


8. Published figures may also be used to estimate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such a figure is itself an estimate and is 
therefore subject to sampling error. The sampling error 
of the difference between two estimates depends on their 
standard errors and the relationship (correlation) between 
them. An approximate standard error (SE) of the 
difference between two estimates (x-y) may be calculated 
by the following formula: 


SE (x-y) = V[SE(x)P + [SE(y)P 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or sub- 
populations it is expected to provide a good approxi- 
mation for all differences likely to be of interest in this 
publication. 


9. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which 
is measured by the standard error, should not be 
confused with inaccuracies that may occur because of 
imperfections in reporting by interviewers and respon- 
dents and errors made in the coding and processing of 
data. Inaccuracies of this kind are referred to as the 
non-sampling error, and they may occur in any enumer- 
ation, whether it be a full count or only a sample.
